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PUBLICITY NOT WANTED 

Canadian manufacturers of textiles are the 
favorite sons of privilege. They have been 
shielded against British and other competition 
by the highest duties in the schedules, and 
evidence has been adduced to show that they 
pay the lowest wages in Canadian industry, 
which is saying a good deal. Nor do they pass 
along in low prices to the consumer the savings 
in wage bills or a share of the cash value of 
their tariff protection. 

Yet when the mass buying commission re- 
sumed inquiry into the ethics of the textile 
industry, Government representatives on the 
commission made a resolute attempt to keep the 
names of these parties hidden. Only a deter- 
mined demand on the part of Liberal members 
broke up the blockade and secured to the 
public the right to know what firms are under 
investigation. 

No attempt had been made to secrete the 
names of chain stores or other organizations, 
or of men interested in them, whose operations 
have been probed. But when the commission 
moved into the field of the textile-makers the 
members—and the public—were told they must 
mention no names and ask for none; code num- 
bers would be used instead. 

Congratulations to the dissenting members 
who refused to extend such discriminatory 
favor to one industry as against others. But 
why the attempted secrecy? What have textile- 
makers been doing that the names of the 
offenders should be with-held from the public, 
from whom they have obtained concessions be- 
yond those granted to others? Perhaps the 
commission will find the answers to these 
questions as the inquiry proceeds. 


VICTIMS OF DESPAIR 

While her husband tramped the streets 
searching vainly for work, a Winnipeg woman 
killed her two children and herself. The hus- 
band and father, coming home from his fruit- 
Jess quest, found his family dead. 

A job would ,have prevented that tragedy, 
and it need not have been a highly-paid or 
preferred job, either. Any sort of work that 
brought in the means for a tolerable livelihood 
would have kept despair awdy, made life worth 
living and saved a Canadian family. 

Newspaper readers have become rather 
case-hardened to incidents of this kind. There 
have been many of them during these depres- 
sion years. People too proud to accept relief, 
people who could not get relief because of 
machine-likt regulations, people who lost their 
grip when the savings of a lifetime vanished— 
have come to the same terrible conclusion as 
this Winnipeg woman, that existence was not 
worth prolonging, and have gone out as she did, 
sometimes taking their dependents with them 
rather than leave helpless children to the 
mercy of a world they had come to know as a 
place of torment. 


It is easy to say that in cases these 
unfortunates brought their distress upon them- 
selves; that in other cases they were victims of 
false pride; that no person should ever sur- 
render and accept defeat. It is quite another 
thing to meet the grim reality in this philosophic 
mood, and “carry on” somehow.

And, after all, is not this kind of reasoning 
a groping about for excuses to obscure the fact 
that we have not as a nation taken steps to pre- 
vent people being driven to despair? It is the 
duty of the strong and the fortunate to help 
those who are weak and unfortunate. The 
minimum surely that can be required is that 
we give a man a chance to earn a decent living 
for his family when nothing better offers 

However that is to be done, there is no 
escaping the obligation, and no getting away 
from the tragic fact that we have not as yet 
done it. 


PARTING COMPANY

To be followed by busy times in the ship-yards 
when the treaty comes to an end, unless in the 
meantime there are further conversations with 
a happier outcome. 

Of that there is of course a possibility, but 
Japan has stated its intention in terms too 
definite to encourage expectation 
will be any compromise on its part. What the 
United States will do hardly needs official 
statement. The growing strength of Japan and 
its demand for naval parity is regarded, rightly 
or wrongly, as a positive and growing menace 
to the security of United States insular 
possessions and Pacific seaboard. That Wash- 
ington will build to whatever amount it thinks 
necessary to protect these interests there is no 

room for doubt. 

No amount of ceremonious leave-taking can 
conceal the fact that the conference was a 
failure, and that in failing it has left the world 
facing a new peril.

I don’t know when I enjoyed a newspaper 
story more than that which came a few days 
ago from New York about the reception given 
to Dr. A. R. Dafoe, the country doctor from 
Callander, Ont., who woke one morning after 
performing his duty to the Dionne quintuplets 
and their bewildered mother, 
to find himself famous, It 
must have been a _ refresh- 
ment to the likes of the jaded 
New Yorkers who thronged 
Carnegie Hall to hear the 
middleaged, bespectacled and 
unmoved country doctor dis- 
avow that he had done any- 
thing more than hundreds of 
other country doctors in 
Canada could and would have 
done, and that no inducement 
would ever persuade him to leave his practice 
among the happy, kindly peasant folk of north- 
ern Ontario. 

There has been mention of his name for a 
Nobel prize. It isn’t clear to me how the rais- 
ing of quintuplets can be argued into a service 
for peace. In the land of Mussolini and Hitler, 
efforts to speed up the population are being 
pursued for quite other purposes. But many of 
the peace prizes given in the name of the dyna- 
mite king would require explanation—that to 
Arthur Henderson, for instance. Though the 
kindly and unassuming medico from Callander 
may be right in his assertion that he has made 
no great discovery for medical science, he has 
certainly contributed’ to the goodwill of the 
people of this continent, and aided their faith 
in human kindness and in services humbly and 
‘aithfully performed. On that ground, it would 
give great pleasure to see the merits of the 
mentor of the famous little ladies from Callan- 
der acknowledged with a Nobel prize.

Side by side in adjoining columns of the 
newspaper from whence I have read the de- 
spatch about Dr. Dafoe in New York comes an- 
other story from nearer home. Whoever made 
up the paper had no idea of the grim irony of 
his presentation. The second story comes from 
Camrose, Alberta, where a 37-year-old mother, 
driven insane by the struggle of life, killed her- 
self with a shotgun on a farm near Dorenlee, 
after trying to poison her six children, the 
youngest of whom lies dead. 

Theirs was a story of repeated crop failures 
—of a removal to another farm with no change 
of luck—of a woman's mind giving way before 
repeated blows of misfortune. People from all 
parts of the continent send in presents for the 
Dionne babies, and follow reports of their pro- 
gress. They can visualize that. Kind hearts 
would have been responsive to, the needs of this 
little family near Dorenlee could they have 
visualized the daily tragedy in the lonely home. 
How many thousands of homes are there in 
Canada, the scene of grim struggle against ad- 
versity which tries the courage and sanity of 
people in this absurd age when the world 
starves because it has more food than it has 
printed tickets to move it with, and suffers want 
because it has more goods in storage than it has 
tickets to distribute them with? Is it a straining 
of logic to say that the Dorenlee tragedy is an 
outcome of “sound money”—that shibboleth of 
rich men who wish to preserve an artificial 
shortage ot the tickets whereby food and goods 
are exchanzed for labor. 

Another dire outcome of the “sound money” 
era is fast forcing itself upon public attention. 
From all parts of the, Dominion are coming re- 
ports of attacks by sex-crazy men upon defence- 
less women and girls. Not a city in Canada 
from east to west but receives reports of this 


character. Superficially they are laid at the 
door of deg rates—or “morons” as the head- 
line writers love to miscall them. Even this

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Special Advice

Fortunately, in about eight of 10 cases, the 
Expectant Mother finds that events go along 
normally and she may feel better in every way 
during this period than ever before. The feel- 
ing of increased well-being is much more likely 
to occur if she follows commonsense rules about 
what she should eat. The 
right kind of care at this im- 
portant time will be a great 
help. 

However, in some cases the 
Expectant Mother may de- 
velop disturbances which 
show that things are not go- 
ing along normally and she 
may develop symptoms which 
the doctor puts under the 
heading of the toxemias of 
pregnancy. By securing the

right kind of prenatal care, the appearance of 


any of these symptoms will be noted early 
enough so that a beneficial treatment may be 
Started in time. Beyond any question of a 
doubt, the earlier the patient secures pre-natal 
care, the better for both mother and infant. 
One of the commonest troubles of pregnancy 
is vomiting which has’ been given the popular 
name of Morning Sickness. This symptom is 
seen in about half of the cases and is most 
likely to appear along about the 5th or 6th 
week, usually leaving about the 12th week. 
There may be nausea with no vomiting, or 
vomiting may occur early in the morning. The 
unusual feature is the prompt disappearance of 
the vomiting for the rest of the day only to 
return the following morning. I believe that 


over-eating plays a big part in causing vomit-_ 


ing as it is most frequent among those patients 
who think they must “eat for two.” A toxic 
condition before pregnancy also causes this type 
of vomiting as I have never seen it occur during 
pregnancy if the Expectant Mother has thor- 
oughly cleansed the body by right diet and has 
used sufficient exercise. When the body is 
clean and strong the patient’ will usually re- 
main untroubled by Morning Sickness. 


The Expectant Mother with chronic nephritis 
requires special attention and it may be neces- 
sary to repeat the tests of the kidney elimina- 
tion at short intervals to see if albumin is 
present. Some of the points which should be 
watched are: Swelling of the ankles, excessive 
albumin, headache, and the blood pressure, to 
find if it is too high. 


If nephritis is neglected during this important 
period, permanent damage of the kidney may 
result. However, with constant watching of the 
liquid waste from the kidney, repeated tests of 
the blood pressure and suitable treatment, the 
dangers of nephritis may be greatly reduced 
and the condition of the patient improved. 

The blood should be checked during preg- 
nancy and the blood count repeated at inter- 
vals. In this way, anemia which is so often 
present, will be discovered. A slight anemia is 
very common and is of no special significance 
and the blood will return to normal after the 
birth of the baby. But if the red blood cells and 
the. hemoglobin are markedly low, the Doctor 
will use a treatment to build the blood back up. 

A poor diet during pregnancy will cause 
decay of the teeth in the mother, and the baby 
teeth of the child may later develop cavities. 
To save the teeth the mother's diet should con- 
tain calcium and phosphorous and she must 
secure Vitamin D. 

Other special conditions which need a doc- 
tor’s advice are preeclamptic toxemia, heart 
derangements, tuberculosis, etc. 

Adequate prental care covers attention given 
to: the blood, the kidneys, the blood pressure, 
the heart, the amoupt of weight increase, the 
teeth and also to any troublesome symptoms 
which may arise.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1764 the first 
British law to enforce observ- 
ance of the Sabbath in Montreal 
was promulgated by General 
James Murray. 

Canada had then been British 
a little over four years, the Brit- 
ish popularity was growing; a 
number of the soldiers who had 
won Canada had been let out of 
the service and adopted civil av- 
ocations.

Editor Bulletin: No right exists 
except from one person to an- 
other; every right has, therefore, 
necesarily, one active subject, and 
one or more passive subjects;

Operators Seek to Have! 
Abolishing By-law 
Hoisted One Year—Me- 
dical Relief Discussed. 


Amending the slot machine by- 
law drafted to abolish the opera- 
tion of slot machines in Edmonton 
at the end of this year, the civic 
bylaws committee recommended | 
to city council Wednesday that cer- 
tain machines operated legally and 
not for gambling purposes be li- | 
censed, 

The effect of this amendment is 
to allow the use of mechanical de- 
vices used for games of skill and 
also certain vending machines. The 
bylaw itself prevents the operation | 
of any type of slot machine. 

Representing the operators of 
machines at Wednesday's meeting, 


| H. H. Parlee, K.C., maintained that 


the devices should not be abolished 
They had not been suppressed in 
Calgary, the only action taken by 
that city being to raise the license 
fee to $50, the same license as 
charged in Edmonton, 


He argued that operators had a 
considerable investment in the de- 
vices, which paid a total license fee 
of $6,000 to the city every year 
support of his argument that 
the machines were not the menace 
they were reported to be, he quot- 
ed figures showing that gross re- 
ceipts for all slot machines in the} 
city for the period from May 15, to 
rags ah 31, 1933, were only $16,- 
774. 

In conclusion, Mr. Parlee asked 
that the bylaw be postponed for cne 
year 

“This bylaw was drafted for the 
protection of the public and should 
not be rescinded,” declared Mayor 
Clarke, } 

The committee finally decided to | 
recommend the amendment to city 
council, and it was suggested to Mr. | 
Parlee that he appear at Thursday's | 
council to speak to this matter if 
he so desired. 

The new building bylaw was dis- 
cussed briefly by the committee, 
this item finally being tabled for | 
the next meeting when further in- | 
formation about the new building | 
regulations will be submitted. 


MEDICAL RELIEF

question, Aldermen felt that the 
plan advanced by the Edmonton |
